in Montana. There are no child¬ 
ren. 

Sebree's jolly, happy-go-lucky 
personality endeared him to many 
local residents. He was an ardent 
golf fan and made up many an 
ardent two-some and four-some 
with Sierra Madre players. His 
ranch on East Sierra Madre 
boulevard, with its imposing 
brown house, has been a land¬ 
mark for years. 

Before coming to Sierra Madre 
Sebree owned a thousand-acre 
ranch in Etiwanda, which was 
subsequently sold to the Bullock 
estate. He was a native of Cald¬ 
well, Idaho .

Floyd Benjamin Green, who 
held up and robbed the Sierra 
Madre Savings Bank of more 
than $1000 on August 31, 1932, 
kidnapped Secretary-Cashier, Miss 
Mattie Seeley (now Mrs. Frank 
Spencer), and seriously wounded 
Officer Frank E. Meredith, of the 
Lincoln Heights sub-station in a 
gun-duel at Sierra Vista during 
Green’s mad dash for freedom, 
will go on trial in Department 
46 of the Los Angeles Superior 
Court next Monday. He is charged 
with robbery, kidnapping and as¬ 
sault with intent to kill. 

Green has been positively iden¬ 
tified by Mrs. Frank Spencer and 
x >trs. Gertrude Hall, employees of 
* the bank at the time of hold dp, 
and Jessica H. Wright, former 
postmistress, who was in the bank 
at the time of the steik-up. The 
latter is reportedly ill in Nevada 
where she has been visiting her 
son. 

; Said Mrs. Hall: “I think we 
are all convinced that this is 
i the man." Mrs. Spencer, who 
handed the money to the bandit, 
and who was forced to accompany 
him on his wild ride down Cen¬ 
tral avenue, said: “I feel very 
sure he is the right man. 1 
studied him very closely on two 
occasions." 

Green has also been identified 
by the proprietor of a Los Nietos 
store, where he bought a pair of 
trousers following the local bank 
robbery. At tne time he was 
bleeding from a wound in his 
left wrist, received during the 
Sierra Vista gun-battle. 

In August of last year Green 
was apprehended in Kansas City 
and returned to the Coast. While 
waiting in the Los Angeles 
County jail, pending his prelimi¬ 
nary hearing, he became men¬ 
tally deranged, and on November 
29 was committed to the Men- 
I docino State Hospital for the In¬ 
sane. 

Apparently recovered, he has 
! been brought back to Los Ange¬ 
les to stand trail. He is wanted 
on many charges in Kansas City 
I Los Angeles, and other cities.

C ALLED for the purpose of an 
open debate on the respec¬ 
tive tax-burdens of the in¬ 
corporated and the unincorpor¬ 
ated areas of Los Angeles County, 
the dinner-conference promoted 
and sponsored by Sierra Madre 
last Tuesday night at the Santa 
Anita Inn evidently preferred to 
deal with other themes more or 
less germane. Still, the occasion 
was a notable one— stimulating 
as a precedent, socially brilliant, 
and highly provocative of thought. 

Never before perhaps in the 
history of America had there 
been a similar meeting—a free 
county parliament, a sort of mod¬ 


ern Runnymede where towns, not 
barons, called a higher authority 
to account. Whether this particu¬ 
lar Runnymede will result in a 
new Magna Carta remains to be 
seen but, anyway, the County 
was there in the person of its 
supervisors, and the towns were 
there to the number of forty- 
four. Sierra Madre started some. 
thing—-entirely worth while—and 
the concensus is that the move¬ 
ment will continue. 

More than two hundred guests 
from all over the county re¬ 
sponded to the invitation sent 
out by Sierra Madre’s mayor and 
city council. Sierra Madre itself 
was represented by a delegation 
of 60. It is to be presumed that 
most of those present came ex¬ 
pectant of a good red-hot bout 
on the tax question. After all, 
the fight might have been for a 
purse of many millions—contribu¬ 
ted, so to speak, by the fans. 

But instead of the fight, the 
guests were privileged to hear a 
long but excellent address—it was 
clocked at an hour and twenty 
minutes—by Gordon Whitnall, of 
the County Committee on Gov¬ 
ernment Simplification, and short¬ 
er addresses, also in peaceful 
vein, by Representative Charles 
W. Lyons, of Los Angeles, and 
Herbert C. Legg, chairman of the 
board of county supervisors. 

The speakers, and various other 
notables present who might have 
spoken had time or opportunity 
permitted, were introduced by Mr. 
A1 Myers, City Business Manager 
of Sierra Madre, who acted as 
chairman of the meeting. 

In his introductory remarks, 
Mr. Myers explained the genesis 
of this “congress of towns" Sierra 
Madre had called. At a recent 
meeting of this town’s Forum, he 
said, it had been called to the 
attention of Mr. Legg and Mr. 
Whitnall that the incorporated 
areas of the county were paying 
about five-sixths of the taxes 
while the unincorporated areas 
were getting away with the re¬ 
maining fraction: not only that, 
but these unincorporated areas 
were getting, without payment 
from the county, certain services 
which the cities—that is, the in¬ 
corporated areas— were charged 
for. 

As an example, Mr. Myers cited 
the case of Sierra Madre as 
compared to that of Altadena. 
The latter community, being un¬ 
incorporated, receives free from 
the county, health, fire, police, 
and other services which Sierra 
Madre has to maintain for 
I itself. The question there¬ 
fore arose, he said, whether

me intensive building cam¬ 
paign now going on in Sierra 
Madre itself is but an index to 
the same sort of activity now 
going on to the east and south 
of the corporate limits. The 
rapidity with which the old Clara 
Baldwin Stocker property—sub-di¬ 
vided under the name of Santa 
Anita Oaks—has been taken up 
by new residents eager and able 
to build expensive and perma¬ 
nent homes, is characteristic of 
the movement. Inquiry shows 
that most of these new-comers 
are widely traveled and that 
never, in any part of the world, 
have they found any situation 
comparable to that of Sierra 
Madre and its environs. 

It is regarded as inevitable, 
moreover, by all those familiar 
with local conditions, that It is a 
mere matter of time—and that 
time brief—before the Anita 
Baldwin holdings immediately 
south of Sierra Madre, and the 
Hastings ranch to the west, will 
also be put into the hands of the 
sub-dividers. If and when this 
does transpire the individual hold¬ 
ings will, or course, in all prob¬ 
ability be in no case less than 
an acre with commensurate re¬ 
strictions on the sort of buildings 
to be erected. In other words, 
Sierra Madre will be the hub of 
a vast colony including some of 
the finest estates to be found in 
America or anywhere else. 

Results of THE NEWS survey 
show that building and real 
estate activity within the Sierra 
Madre corporate limits is already 
aboard the back-to-better-times 
band wagon, with brighter pros¬ 
pects that at any time in its 
long history. Evident also is 
the fact that an increasing num¬ 
ber of Pasadena and Los Ange¬ 
les people are choosing Sierra 
Madre and adjacent territory for 
residential purposes. Its equable 
climate, exceptionally pure and 
adequate water supply, its un¬ 
surpassed scenery, and—not least 
—its proximity to the metropoli¬ 
tan area, are features of the Wis¬ 
taria Town that bulk large in 
the eyes of prospective residents. 

Residential building continues 
to lead the field in volume of 
new construction. It is not neces¬ 
sary to quote statistics to show 
the obvious need of this activity.

Sierra Madre has just lost one 
of its finest and most highly re¬ 
garded citizens in the passing of 
John H. Osgood. He died on Sat¬ 
urday night, at the family resi¬ 
dence, 617 West Montecito ave¬ 
nue, at the age of 62. Since 
Christmas he had been suffering 
from a severe attack of bronchial 
pneumonia, and although he ap¬ 
peared several times to be on the 
point of full recovery, the final 
crisis was too much for his un¬ 
dermined strength. 

With him at the time of his 
passing were his wife, his son, 
Jack, who had arrived a few days 
before from the north, where he 
has been engaged in an extensive 
agricultural development, and his 
daughter, Mrs. Roxana Martin, a 
resident of Mexico and Arizona. 

Mrs. Martin had delighted her 
parents with a visit at Thanks¬ 
giving—after a separation of 
several years—when Mr. Osgood 
was apparently still in the best 
of health, Mrs. Martin had re¬ 
turned to her Arizona home when 
the final summons came that her 
father was dangerously ill. 

The family and a few Intimate 
friends assembled at the Grant 
Chapel for the funeral services 
Monday afternoon. Dean Arnold 
Bode, of the Church of the As¬ 
cension, read the Episcopalian 
service and spoke feelingly of his 
own frienship and admiration for 
Mr. Osgood. As a further mov¬ 
ing part of the service, Mrs. Rose 
Snell read a favorite passage of 
Mr. Osgood’s on immortality, from 
a book by Ernest Holmes. 

There was no burial service. 
Cremation followed in Pasadena. 

Mr. Osgood, himself always 
active in civic and philanthropic 
affairs, was a son of the famous 
Captain John Osgood, one of the 
founders of Sierra Madre, and a 
founder also of the local Masonic 
Lodge. The senior Mrs. Osgood, 
wife of the Captain, mother of 
John H, was likewise a leading 
spirit in the formation of the 
Wistaria Town. 

Among her many activities, she 
was the founder of the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club. 

The late John H. Osgood, like 
his parents before him, gave all 
that he had to public service, con¬ 
sistency, and never with a 
thought of himself. As a lifelong 
resident of Sierra Madre, where 
all who knew him were his 
friend, his going will leave a gap 
in social and civic life that it 
now seems impossible to fill.

ing of gladiolus bulbs. The rea¬ 
son, of course, was thrips. These 
minute, bettle-like insects which 
hide in the leaf-sheaths of the 
gladiolus, feed on the flower-buds 
as they form, so that the blooms 
you had were usually left 
striped with colorless patches if 
they opened at all. 

This year, it should be different, 
for a few good reasons. First, it 
has been proven that early- 
planted (January and February) 
bulbs usually mature their flow¬ 
ers before the thrips have made 
any headway. Second, the very 
fact that you yourself, in common 
with thousands of other disap. 
pointed garden-lovers, either de¬ 
stroyed your gladiolus bulbs or 
treated them to kill the thrips 
and their eggs, suggests another 
reason why the thrips last season 
seemed to be less prevalent, and 
should be “even less so,” this 
year. Consistently cold weather is 
in favor of the gladiolus grower, 
also. 

Bulbs may now be obtained, 
which have been grown in an 
entirely thrip-free locality, as 
well. If you plant now or soon, 
and wet the foliage occasionally 
and thoroughly with water from 
the garden hose (thrips, like cats 
shun cold and wet), you should 
have success and flowers attend 
you this season. 

You have a real treat in store 
however, to repay you for your 
patience, if you have not planted 
any new gladiolus for a few 
years. Magnificent newer varieties 
are now available at the same

By Their Names And What They Mean

tion of the word “Uba" the river 
eventually became know r n by its 
present name, “Yuba,” from 
which word the county derived its 
name. 

This county is one of the most 
productive agriculturally in the 
State. Ages ago, when the Sacra¬ 
mento Valley was a great inland 
sea, the silt of the Sierra Ne¬ 
vada mountains and the foothills 
was washed into this area and 
these deposits account for the 
rich and fertile soil of Yuba. In 
addition to its soil and a desir¬ 
able climate, the county has an 
abundance of water for irriga¬ 
tion provided by the Bear, 
Feather and Yuba rivers, Honcut 
Creek and the Sierra Nevada 
watershed. The 1930 census of ir¬ 
rigation of the Department of 
Commerce showed that Yuba had 
30,438 acres irrigated, or an in¬ 
crease of 46.5 per cent over 1919. 
Acreage enterprises were capable 
of irrigating 51,386 acres, or an 
increase of 113.7 per cent over 
the number in 1920.

Building Hastened 
By Policy Of Big ' 
Loan Association 

Public response to the new 
lending policy established by the 
First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association of Altadena In which 
certain types of home loans will 
be made with interest as low as 
5 per cent has been most favor¬ 
able, according to H. F. Dunton, 
secretary-manager of the asso¬ 
ciation who yesterday declared 
his institution has had such a 
remarkable increase in assets 
that it has a large volume of 
funds on hand for new home con¬ 
struction. 

Under the plan adopted at a 
recent meeting of the directors of 
the association loans will be made 
at 5 per cent interest in cases 
where the amount of the loan 
does not exceed 55 per cent of 
the appraised value of the prop¬ 
erty. In cases where the loan 
does not exceed 65 per cent of 
the appraised value, loans will 
be made at 5^ percent interest 
and where loans do not exceed 
75 per cent of the appraisal they 
will bear 6 per cent interest. 

“This policy has been estab¬ 
lished to encourage home con- j 
struction in- Altadena, Pasadena, 
South Pasadena, Arcadia, San 
Marino, Sierra Madre, and other 
; communities served by this As¬ 
sociation, one of the purposes for 
which this institution was char¬ 
tered by the government," Sec¬ 
retary Dunton said. “Prospective 
home builders who have laid 
aside a considerable sum toward 
construction of their home, now 
will be able to borrow money to 
complete their financing at rates 
which will induce them to hasten 
building plans." 

The First Federal Savings and 
Loan Association of Altadena re¬ 
ports a remarkable growth for 
the past year, assets having in¬ 
creased more than ten fold dur¬ 
ing 1935. This is attributed by 
Secretary Dunton largely to the 
fact that shareholders in this in¬ 
stitution are insured up to $5,000 
by a permanent agency of the 
United States government and 
also to the fact that the funds 
invested are quickly placed at 
work in building homes in this 
community.

Economist Warns Against Increase 
In Living Costs; Improved Methods 
Of Marketing Foods Is Recommended

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Definite steps to curb the upward 
trend in living costs were proposed 
today by Dr. Glenn E. Hoover, well 
known California economist, in urg¬ 
ing the adoption 
of a practical 
plan to “save 
consumers from 
paying excessive 
prices for food¬ 
stuffs.” 

Dr. Hoover, 
head of the Eco¬ 
nomics Depart¬ 
ment of Mills 
College, said 
that retail food 
prices must be 
- held within rea* 

•«_ n er uaau.. sonable limits

households are not to suffer from 
the present rise in the cost of living. 

Three suggestions were offered 
by Dr. Hoover to limit the rise in 
food prices. They are: 

1. Further Improvements in our 
methods of marketing foods which 
will eliminate every unnecessary 
penny of middleman charges. 

2. More efficient methods in re¬ 
tailing which will reduce overhead 



3. The rejection of all special 
taxes on food products and food re¬ 
tailers, as these taxes are necessar¬ 
ily paid by consumers. 

“The people of California,” Dr. 
Hoover said, “recently secured an 
amendment to the sales tax bo that 
sales of food are exempted. To re¬ 
tain all the benefits of this amend¬ 
ment they should defeat the plan to 
levy discriminating taxes on chain 
stores. If the chain stores continue, 
despite the tax, the tax burden must 
of necessity be paid by the con¬ 
sumers of food products. If the 
punitive tax forces the chain stores 
out of business, consumers of food 
will have to pay the higher prices 
charged by less efficient retailers. 
Whatever would happen to the chain 
stores as a result of the tax, con¬ 
sumers of food would bear the bur¬ 
den,” he continued.

The Southland is facing an ab¬ 
normally dry winter season, 
weather bureau records disclosed 
yesterday. While normal precipi¬ 
tation to date is 6.06 inches, only 
3.60 inches has fallen here so far 
this season. To date this month 
.27 inches have been recorded, in 
face of a normal January pre¬ 
cipitation of 4.92 inches. 

Rainfall figures from 1896 to 
1930 show an average seasonal 
fall of 23.67 inches. The precipi¬ 
tation received thus far is but 
little more than one-sixth of the 
average yearly rain measurement. 

The heavier downfalls are 
usually at an end by April. Less 
than three and one-half months 
remain for the rain to equal the 
yearly average.

One of the rare outbursts of 
warm applause in the course of 
the evening was accorded Super¬ 
visor Legg when, following the
